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The  Thirty-First  Annual  Report. 


To  the  Trustees  ami  Subscribers  of  the 
Ellen  Badger  Hospital. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Your  Committee  have  pleasure  in  presenting  their 
Annual  Report  and  the  Accounts  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1927. 

The  number  of  patients  treated  during  the  year  was 
164  (exclusive  of  births  in  Hospital) — a  decrease  of  6  on 
the  previous  year  ;  of  these  77  were  surgical,  35  medical, 
and  52  maternity,  cases  ;  131  recovered,  15  were  relieved, 
4  died,  2  were  incurable,  and  12  remained  in  Hospital  at 
the  end  of  the  year. 

The  average  length  of  residence  was  28*09  days; 
average  cost  per  patient,  including  administration,  was 
£9  12s.  5^d.  ;  and  the  average  cost  per  patient,  per  day, 
was  6s.  10id. 

In  the  Maternity  Ward  there  have  been  43  births 
during  the  year  (an  increase  of  14  over  last  year),  which 
makes  a  total  of  99  births  since  this  Ward  was  opened. 

The  Committee  learn  with  sincere  regret  that  Mr. 
F.  B.  Hancock  has  decided  to  resign  his  position  as  Hon. 
Secretary,  which  office  he  has  held  since  December,  1921. 
They  would  like  to  place  on  record  their  appreciation  of 
his  valuable  services  during  this  period. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  Committee  of  the 
Little  Wolford  Women’s  Institute  contributed  £167  4s.  Od. 
to  the  funds,  and  expressed  a  desire  that  this  should  be 
used  for  some  specific  purpose.  After  consultation  with 
them,  it  was  decided  to  let  this  take  the  form  of  a  Solarium 
to  be  erected  as  an  addition  to  the  Women’s  Ward.  It 
consists  of  a  veranda  built  on  to  the  southern  end  of  the 
Ward,  the  roof  and  sides  being  fitted  with  “  Vita”  glass. 

At  the  same  time  it  was  considered  desirable  to  build 
two  additional  bedrooms  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
Nursing  Staff. 

The  Solarium  was  opened  by  Mrs.  Warriner,  on  the 
6th  December,  in  the  presence  of  a  large  number  of  people 
interested  in  the  work  of  the  Hospital,  and  on  the  same 
day  the  Annual  “  Pound  Day”  was  also  held, 
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In  addition  to  the  donation  from  Little  Wolford 
Women’s  Institute,  handsome  sums  have  been  received  as 
the  result  of  competitions,  collections,  etc.,  organised  in 
the  town  and  district,  particulars  of  which  will  be  found  in 
the  List  of  Donations. 

The  Committee  desire  to  thank  all  those  by  whose  en¬ 
deavours  these  sums  have  been  raised. 

It  will  be  observed  from  the  Receipts  and  Expenditure 
that  there  is  a  large  deficit  on  the  year’s  working,  but  it 
must  be  remembered  that  the  number  of  patients  now 
treated  in  the  Hospital  is,  on  a  yearly  average,  treble  that 
of  a  few  years  ago. 

This  naturally  increases  the  expenditure  enormously, 
and,  although  patients’  payments  have  increased  somewhat, 
they  are  in  no  way  commensurate  with  the  cost  of  main¬ 
tenance. 

The  invested  income  has  not  increased,  and  the  Com¬ 
mittee  regret  that  subscriptions,  donations,  collections,  etc., 
also  show  no  appreciable  increase. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  foregoing  remarks  will  do  some¬ 
thing  to  remove  the  erroneous  impression,  unfortunately  so 
prevalent  in  the  town  and  neighbourhood,  that  the  income 
of  the  Hospital  is  more  than  sufficient  for  its  requirements 
and  that  it  does  not  need  financial  support. 

It  may  be  of  interest  for  you  to  know  that  at  the 
present  time  the  Nursing  Staff  consists  of  the  Matron,  a 
Sister,  two  Nurses,  and  a  Probationer  ;  and,  on  the  domestic 
side,  a  Cook,  two  Maids,  a  Laundress,  and  a  Gardener. 

Your  best  thanks  are  due  to  the  Medical  Men,  Matron, 
and  Nurses  for  the  care  and  skill  which  they  have  given  to 
the  patients,  and  to  all  those  who,  by  means  of  subscriptions, 
donations,  and  other  gifts,  have  contributed  to  the  funds 
during  the  past  year.
